The  number  of  national  wildlife  refuges  administered  by  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service  on  July  1,  1955,  was 
26h,  with  an  aggregate  of  17,U72,l82  acres.  Of  these,  2U7  (9,5U6,6U6  acres)  are  in  the  United  States  and  17 
(7,925,536  acres)  in  Alaska,  Hawaii,  and  Puerto  Rico.  All  kinds  of  wildlife  are  protected  on  these  refuges,  but 
many  refuges  were  especially  established  for  the  conservation  of  one  or  more  species~199  (3,368,116  acres)  for 
migratory  waterfowl;  Ul  (128,623  acres)  for  colonial  nongame  birds;  17  (10,802,l81i  acres)  for  big-game;  and  6 
(3,170,578  acres)  for  migratory  birds  other  than  waterfowl  and  miscellaneous  forms  of  wildlife.  One  refuge,  the 
Patuxent  Research  Refuge,  Maryland  (2,679  acres),  is  maintained  for  wildlife  experimental  purposes. 

In  most  instances  these  refuges  are  on  land  controlled  solely  by  the  Fish  and  Wildlife  Service;  in  others, 
by  Executive  Order  or  otherwise,  refuges  are  established  on  land  primarily  controlled  by  sane  other  agency  of 
the  Federal  Government.  When  this  is  the  case,  reference  is  made  ty  footnote  to  the  cooperating  agency.  Of  the 
199  refuges  primarily  for  migratory  waterfowl,  65  are  on  private  lands  on  which  easements  have  been  granted  to 
the  Service  for  use  in  protecting  wildlife.  Of  these,  6,  totaling  19,230  acres,  are  in  Montana;  57,  totaling 
7U,83U  acres,  are  in  North  DaJ^ota;  1,  \n.th   U36  acres,  is  in  South  Dakota;  and  1,  with  36O  acres,  is  in  Vjyoming, 
In  the  accompanying  list  are  shown  the  correct  designation,  the  location  by  State  and  county,  the  date  established, 
the  size,  and  principal  wildlife  species  for  which  primarily  maintained.
